THE MADRID MESSAGE 


Out of the furious race for the presidential nomina- 


tion now being waged by republican aspirants, and the 
less spectacular but fully as earnest campaign for the 
democratic leadership this year, one thing si-cms almost 
certain to develop. And that is a wider demand for the 
direct primary—for an ample opportunity for the people 
to express their preference as to the nominee for public 
office from the presidency downward, including the United 
States senator-ships. 


The subject is one that will not down, and the poli- 


ticians and the party managers may as well accept that 
fact and begin to shape their party affairs along new lines 
of adjustment to new conditions. The primary is clearly 
in line with the American spirit that wants every man to 
have a voice in governmental affairs, and the popular de- 
mand for this sort of expression is but a development of 
the realization that under the old system of nomination 
the average voter has had in point of fact very little say 
regarding the choice of candidates for nomination. 


It is undoubtedly true that the perfect primary sys- 


tem has not yet been "devised. They now range in variety 
all the way from the primary which is supposedly 
guarded by'stringent legal enactment, down to the type 
which President Taft designates as the "soap box" pri- 
mary. The results in New York's attempt were disap- 
pointing, but it is doubtful if this is chargeable so much 
to the law as to the failure to follow its provisions. The 
North Dakota law, with its "open" provision, has also 
come in for drastic, criticism, because the voter is per- 
mitted to vote with any party he may select, regardless 
of how he may have been catalogued politically in previ- 
ous years. The Illinois result was sufficiently decisive 
to be emphatic, and there has been no clamorous charge 
that it was unfair. Now Jersey is shortly to give a tria 
to a new primary law of its own devising. Wisconsii 
was one of the pioneers in the movement, and other states 
are looking into the question -very seriously. 


The demand is coming, also, not from'any one party, 


but from all of them. Crude as it is in its present state, 
the primary offers more definite promise of ascertaining 
the real sentiments of the people than any other method 
of selecting candidates, and the time is coming when the 
primary will be a fixed part of the election machinery of 
every state in the Union. And the happenings of the pres- 
snt year are hurrying that date nearer. 


If the enthusiastic friends of Mr. Taft and Mr. Roose- 


velt up in Michigan-wanted a riot at their convention for 
the selection of delegates to the Chicago convention, it was 
perhaps their own affair; hut having invited Mr. Bev- 
sridge there to make a. speech, they might have deferred 
their fisticuffs until the former Indiana senator had been 
given a fair chance at his oratorical flight, 


At least, the disappointment that must inevitably 


come tomorrow morning to a lot of the follows in Allen 
county will be mitigated by the consoling reflection-that 
it is all over, anyway.

Exhibit Being Prepared Showing Good 


and Bad Work of Organism. 


IndiiuiapulsB, Intl., April 12.—Dr. .1. I'. 


Simonds. .superintendent of the pnthol- 
ogicul laboratory of the statn board of 
health, is preparing 1111 exhibit of action 
by bacteria to be circulated among the 
schoi.ilaof the slate in lynching the beno- 
lidal as well as the detrimental work 
of the minute organisms. The exhibit 
will consist of photographs, drawings 
and plates mnde from seaweed, ori whiel 
bacteria action will he r.hown. 


One of thn features (if the exhibit wil 


be specially formed plates showing th 
effect of sunlight on bacteri.-. ' It will 
bo shown that sunlight acts as n de- 
stroyer of many of the dangerous forms 


of mierobes, and that subjecting infect- 
ed articles to sunlight is often thn best 
method of destroying the germs. 


Dr. Simonds hns fouinl that the pop'.i 


lar idea of bacteria is that all are dan- 
gerous. The exhibit will show that on 
thn contrary, many of the forms are 
highly beneiicinl to men, and that many 
are essential 'to his well being. Tho re- 
lation of certain forms of bacteria to 
disease will be emphasized iu the ejc-

Silas Bacon is a 
remarkable. man.

church, through the influences of mis 
•uonaries, and later was made a minis- 
ter. 


Throughout the Choctaw nation Silas 


Bacon saw orphan boys and girls of his 
race without homes and without oppor- 
tunity to get an education and to lit 
themselves for the responsibilities of life. 
He went into the fields and byways and 
gathered them in, at the sacrifice of his j 
own private fortune, which was smnil,, 
even incurring heavy financinl obliga- j 
tions. 
His wife, also n fullblood Choc- 1 


taw, was in full sympathy with her hus- 
band's plans and has been helpful to him 
in many ways. 


Indian Legislature Willing. 


Within the last two years'the school 


became so burdened that Bacon was in 
despair, fearful that his life's work would 
be a failure. Last summer the Choc- 
RWS held a tribal council at Old Good- 
and to discuss tribal affairs and at that 
,ime a resolution was adopted directing 
;he Choctaw legislature to be convene'! 
n the following October to nmke, a sub- 
stantial appropriation to aid the school 
at Old Goodlnnd. The legislature appro- 
priated $10,000. 


The acts of the Choctaw legislature 


must be approved in Washington before 
they become effective. Secretary Fisher, 
of the interior department, after consult- 
ing his legal adviser, said that the ap- 
propriation could not be. allowed because 
of the fact that it was given for the 
support of the sectarian school.

a, fact. 
Assurances have been received 


from the several states which it will 
traverse that work on it will begin this 
spring, and will lie completed before the 
end of the year. 


This boulevard, connecting all 
the 


principal cities of the Atlantic coast, will 
have been due largely to the efforts of 
the Quebec-Miami International High- 
way' association formed in 
Richmond 


last October. 
This association had its 


inception in Baltimore when Howard D. 
Hartley came here and conferred with the 
officers of the Greater Baltimore commit 
tee and the Automobile Club of Mary 
land, before going to Richmond to attend 
the meeting of the National Good Roads 
association. 
He told of the many ad- 


vantages of sucli a road and said that he 
was sure that if Americans _ would do 
their share the 
Canadians 
could be 


counted upon. 


Although the Atlantic states have built 


some splendid subways, there are many 
jnissing Jinks. The purpose of the Que- 
bec-Miami association was to 
supply 


these links. 


The province of Quebec has voted 510, 


000,000 for roads, and a portion of tins 
sum has been set aside to build a boule- 
vard from Quebec to Rouse's Point. The 
state of New York will build the high 
way from Rouse's Point to Albany. Be 
tween Albany- and Philadelphia there are 
splendid roads, while the stretch from 
Philadelphia to the Pennsylvania line 
will be taken care of by the state. The 
stretch from Elkton to Baltimore will 
be built by Maryland out of a special 
fund while the stretch between Balti- 
more and Washington will be built out 
of the funds available to the Maryland 
state roads commission. 


One of the most important links is

Carolina Financed by 


Rockefeller Grift. 


KNOW LITTLE OF IT 


Italcigh. X. C.. April 12.-U is now 


nearly four years since 1'residcut Roose- 
velt's commission made u tour of the 
..youth to learn what things would add to 
the public health and the attractiveness 
of home life. Its investigations were 
devoted largely to the hookworm, and 
at the time the committee "was sitting 
in Raleigh and hearing reports from phy- 
sicians and laymen a family hen; afforded 
one of the best cases for its study. 


Tliis family—father, mother and eight 


ehildreu—had come to Raleigh not long 
before from the country, and all were 111 
fcctcd with the hookworm disease. It 
was stated at the meeting of the com- 
mission that probably all the children 
would die, and five did die before the 
year ended. There was no way under the 
law of forcing the family to enter a'hos- 
pital, to send its members to the county 
home, nor to remove them from the city. 
Some were saved finally by agreeing to 
go to the hospital. The parents had de- 
clared they- did not believe there was 
such a disease'and that they did nut 
want to go anywhere. Up to that time 
many people ridiculed the 
hookworm, 


ml some leading newspapers took the 


view, but that ease cinched the 


thing and there was nothing more to be 
saiil. 


The Rockefeller gift followed, affording 


means' for extirpating the disease, which 
for so many years had sapped the physi- 


I cal and mental vigor of its victims in 
Uhe part of this country where negroes 
Sire, most common and where the Afri- 


can hookworm, brought by the blacks 
from their native country, is in conse- 
quence most prevalent. 


Hookworm's Chief Fighter. 


March 15, 1910, Dr. John A. Ferrcll, n 


native of one of the counties where there 
is much hookworm, was put in charge 
of the work.

The hookworm, which 
is not a germ, but a real worm, visible 
to the naked eye after removal, makes 
its way from the polluted soil through 
the sole of the feet and so enters the 
body.

The 
activities that are visible to the daily 
caller at these several headquarters give 
ample proof of the costliness of such 
methods of campaign.

It is to be assumed, of course, 
that subscribers to such a fund expect to 
be remembered iu ease the mau whose 
campaign they are helping to finance suc- 
ceeds iu reaching the white house. 


There ure. of course, plenty of legiti- 


mate ways for spending money in pre- 
convention campaigns such as aje now 
being conducted, but after all it is doubt- 
ful whether any votes are changed by 
such methods.
